A t the bottom of the seas 
and oceans, there are 
hundreds of shipwrecks.

I n the 19th century, millions of Europeans 
emigrated to the USA because they wanted 
to find a better life. Many of them couldn’t 
find work in cities like New York, so they left 
and went to find farmland in the west. The 
people, called settlers, travelled west through 
the mountains on the ‘Oregon Trail’. 


Some of these people hoped to find gold in 
California. The journey sometimes took 
more than a year. There are a lot of films, 
called 'Westerns', about the settlers on the 
trail. In most of the films, we see the 
Native Americans (‘American Indians’) 
attacking the settlers, and the Indians’ 
kill thousands of white people. But the 
truth is that the Native Americans were not 
the biggest problem for the settlers. In fact, 
most of them were very helpful to the settlers. 


It is true that the settlers' journey was extremely 
difficult. Many of them walked 3,200 kilometres, the whole 
length of the trail. They had wagons, but the wagons were often too full, 
so people could not travel in them.

More than 7,000 people saw a dramatic third and 
last round of the women's Big Air contest at the 
Winter X Games at Mount Snow, Vermont.

I don’t think the lives of Hollywood film stars are as easy as we 
think. For many of them, life is like living in a goldfish bowl, 
and everyone can see everything they do.

Natural disasters such as volcanic eruptions, fires, floods and 
avalanches happen every year, somewhere in the world. But 
there is another, and perhaps even more dangerous, natural 
disaster, which we do not hear about very often. A tsunami is 
a huge wave that can cause terrible damage and destruction. 

Tsunami is a Japanese word that means 'harbour wave'. But 
why do tsunamis happen? Tsunamis are usually caused by 
earthquakes at the bottom of the sea. At first, the wave in 
the sea is quite small, but it moves very quickly. When the 
wave gets close to the coast, the ocean floor makes it grow 
enormously. By the time it reaches the coast it has become 
huge. Some tsunamis can be 30 metres high. 

These giant waves can hit Japan, Indonesia, Central America 
and South America. In 1960, there was a big tsunami in the 
Pacific Ocean. Tsunamis do not happen very often, but 
Hawaii now has a 'tsunami-watch' station that watches; for 
the next one to come. The station was opened to warn 
people and give them time to protect themselves against the 
killer waves. 






On December 26th, 2004, there was an earthquake at the 
bottom of the Indian Ocean that measured 8.5 on the Richter 
Scale. The earthquake started a giant wave that hit the coast 
of Indonesia, Thailand, Sri Lanka, the Maldives, India, 
Bangladesh and Burma. The wave travelled at around 800 
kilometres per hour over the 4,500 kilometre-wide Indian 
Ocean. It hit the east coast of Africa seven hours after the 
earthquake. Over 300,000 people were killed. Whole towns 
were destroyed, and thousands of people lost their homes. 
Other countries offered $7 billion to help. It was the world s 
biggest earthquake for forty years. There was no warning 
station in the Indian Ocean.

improve your memory 


T he human brain is very powerful. The average adult 
human brain only weighs about 1.4 kilograms, but it can 
hold much more information than most computers. However, 
there is another difference between humans and computers. 
Computers don’t forget information they are given, but humans 
often do. No one remembers everything, and luckily we don’t 
usually have to. But some people have a better memory than 
other people - or at least, some people 
can remember some things 
belter Lhan other people can. 

For example, Mozart once 
listened to a piece of music 
for the first time, and then 
he immediately sat down 
at the piano and played it 
perfectly from memory. 
But his memory wasn't 
good in other ways - his 
wife often had to remind 
him what day it was!

Medicine in the past — treating headaches 


P eople have always had headaches. 

They are a common health problem 
that people have all over the world. In 
some cultures people use special 
herbs. For example, Native American 
Indians use plants which contain a 
chemical found in aspirins. But today, 
most people in the developed world 
take a tablet to treat a headache - 
aspirin, for example. In the past, 
however, people didn’t use to have 
tablets, so what did they use to do? 

Many years ago, headaches were 
treated in all kinds of ways - and some 
of the treatments might be hard for us 


to believe in the twenty-first century! 
Thousands of years ago, for example, 
medicine men used to make holes in 
the heads of people with headaches, 
because they believed this would let 
the headache out. This may seem very 
cruel to us, but in those days people 
believed this treatment would make 
their headache go away. 

In ancient Egypt:, medicine men 
had a different way of treating 
headaches. They used to tie a ceramic 
crocodile, which was filled with herbs, 
to the head of the patient. The reasons 
for this are not clear to us today. 


In the Middle Ages, there were no 
hospitals and only people who were 
rich could afford to go to doctors. But 
the people that did go to doctors were 
usually treated with leeches - small, 
black creatures that suck blood. They 
were put on the patient's body near 
the place where the pain was. For 
people who had headaches, the leech 
was usually put on the neck. 

These treatments were probably 
quite painful, and they nay seem very 
strange to us now. Just imagine what 
dentists used to do to people that had 
toothache!

JUST HOW GREAT ARE COMPUTERS? 


Millions of people now use 
computers regularly for many 
different things - communication, 
study, entertainment and so on. 
We often hear that computers 
have changed our lives for the 
better. But have they? 



Of course computers are great, and 
have changed some people’s lives for 
the better. However they can cause 
problems too. Many people who use 
computers a lot can get physical 
problems. They find that their eyesight 
gets worse, for example, if they look at 
the screen for too long. There can be 
injuries in computer users’ hands and 
arm3 from making the same 
movements thousands of times, as 
people do with keyboards and a 
mouse. People who'have computers 


are also spending more time sitting 
down, and less time exercising, so 
many of them are becoming 
overweight. 

Other problems are psychological. 
One example is stress. Computers, the 
Internet and email have made many 
people's lives much faster. This can be 
very exciting, but it also means that 
people feel under a lot of pressure to 
do everything more quickly, which is 
stressful. 

Addiction is also a problem with 
more and more young people. Many 
people have become addicted to using 
the Internet and chalt rooms. They can 
spend hours and hours in chat rooms 
and surfing the net, sometimes until 
very late at night. This means they 
can’t work or study properly and can 
have problems keeping friends. 

Some studies; in the United 
States have suggested that young 
children and teenagers who 



spend many hours at computers can 
get lonely and even depressed, 
Computers can be a really positive 
part of children's lives. But parents 
and teachers need to help children 
learn to use computers in responsible 
and creative ways,' says teacher Jane 
Shields. ‘And children need to learn 
when it is time to log off and do 
something different.’
